ing teacher, could be called the 
modern Betsy Ross, for she is 
working on an unusual task, 


Miss Necchi is working on the 
mammoth task of sewing the 
complete Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, more than 10,000 words, 
on a zig-zag machine. She is 
sewing the Constitution on a 70 
yard piece of blue felt 18 inches 
wide.

The issue’ of admitting these 
two outlying territories has long 
been the basis for much discus- 
sion by political leaders who de- 
bated about admitting Hawaii 
first, then taking up Alaska next, 
or admitting both at the 
time. In the past, states have 
been admitted singly, in pairs and 
even in larger groups. 

The first state added after for- 
mation of the Nation was Ver- 
mont in 1791, It was followed by 
Kentucky more than a year later, 
and by Tennessee in 1796. From 
then until 1812 when Louisiana 
came in, only one state entered— 
Ohio in 1803. 

One of the most troublesome 
problems arose over Maine and 
Missouri. During the James Mon- 
roe administration the sparks of 
sectional conflict had already kin- 
dled. Maine, an anti-slave state, 
was knocking at the door, but 
Southerners conditioned its entry 
On ‘approval of Missouri's state- 
aspirations. Missouri was 
considered safely pro-slavery. 

The result was the famous Mis- 
souri Compromise of 1820. Maine 
was admitted March 15, 1820, 
Missouri a little more than a year 
later, : 

The greatest group 
curred within nine days. Between 
November 2 and 11, 1899, North 
and South Dakota, Montana and 
Washington took their place in 
the Union. New Mexico and Ari- 
zona were the latest admissions, 
both in 1912,
